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SUBJECT: POTENTIAL SALE OF NORTH AMERICAN ROCKWELL T/2C TRAINER TO 
EGYPT 

1 . ON 12 FEB 76 AIRA WAS CALLED ON BY MR. RICHARD DOWDEN, 

MANAGER FOR INTERNATIONAL MARKETING FOR THE COLUMBUS AIRCRAFT 
DIVISION OF ROCKWELL INTERNATIONAL. MR. DOWDEN EXPLAINED HE 
WAS IN CAIRO AT THE REQUST OF HIS MANAGEMENT AND HOPED TO 
DETERMINE MORE CLEARLY REQUIREMENTS WHICH THE EGYPTIAN AIR 
FORCE MAY HAVE FOR THE T/2C TRAINER. ACCORDING TO MR. DOWDEN. 

MR. ROCKWELL AND MR. ANDERSON REPRESENTING TOP MANAGEMENT OF 
ROCKWELL INTERNATIONAL, VISITED CAIRO IN LATE 1975 PRINCIPALLY 

ON OTHER BUSINESS. AT THAT TIME IN DISCUSSIONS WITH ASHRAF 
MARWAN THE POSSIBILITY OF SALE OF THE T/2C AIRCRAFT WAS DIS 
CUSSED. 

2. SUBSEQUENT TO THOSE DISCUSSIONS IN CAIRO THE ASSISTANT 
EGYPTIAN MILITARY AIR AND NAVAL ATTACHE. BRIGADIER ASSAM, 
CONTACTED MR. DOWDEN WITH A REQUEST FOR A QUOTATION OF AN 
ARBITRARY NUMBER OF 50 AIRPLANES. ROCKWELL, ACCORDING TO MR. 
DOWDEN, REPLIED WITH A LETTER WHICH ALLEGEDLY BEGINS WITH A 
CAVEAT TO THE EFFECT THAT SALES COULD ONLY BE PURSUED THROUGHT THE 
FOREIGN MILITARY SALES PROGRAM AND AS SUCH WERE SUBJECT TO THE 
APPROVAL OF THE DEPARTMENT OF DEFENSE AND THE DEPARTMENT OF STATE. 
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ESTIMATE ONLY, BASED ON ROCKWELL'S EXPERIENCE BUT DID NOT 
REPRESENT A QUOTATION OR AN OFFER TO SELL. ROCKWELLL FURTHER 
STIPULATED A REQUEST FOR A LETTER OF OFFER WOULD HAVE TO BE 
PROCESSED THROUGH THE APPROPRIATE U.S. GOVERNMENT CHANNELS. 

3. MR. DOWDEN’S VISIT TO CAIRO IS EVIDENTLY TO DEVELOP BETTER 
INFORMATION ON REQUIREMENTS AND ALSO TO ASSESSS HIS COMPETITION. 
HE HOPES TO HAVE SOME DISCUSSIONS WITH PROCUREMENT PERSONNEL 
IN THE NEXT FEW DAYS AND HAS AGREED TO DEBRIEF PRIOR TO HIS 
DEPARTURE. 

4. FROM DISCUSSIONS WITH AIRA IT IS CLEAR THAT MR. DOWDEN IS 
VERY AWARE OF THE SENSITIVITY OF WHAT HE IS DOING. BUT AT THE 
SAME TIME FEELS AN OBLIGATION TO BE RESPONSIVE BOTH TO THE 
REQUEST FROM HIS MANAGEMENT AND THE REQUEST FROM GOE INITIATED 
THROUGH THE MILITARY ATTACHE OFFICE IN WASHINGTON. 
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
